You're hearing a 
lot about it these days — a 
lot more about the importance 
of donating your pint. But you 
aren't hearing enough! 

Jimmy Christian decided this 
after watching the effect of the 
numerous pleas made by com- 
munities, and the poor response 
of them. He set about to find 
out just why blood was so im- 
portant to the wounded sol- 
diers. Here then is the story he 
pieced together; the story of 
blood plasma — what it is, what 
it docs, when it was first trans- 
fused. 

It goes back a long way. His- 
tory records that in July, 1492 
— just a few days before Co- 
lumbus sailed westward — an 
attempt was made by a Jewish 
doctor to restore the exhausted 
vitality of Pope Innocent VIII, 
victim of an apoplectic stroke, 
by transfusing blood from a 
youth. 

Today, 452 years later, the 
transfusion of blood plasma — 
a rather simple technical pro- 
cedure — is the miracle of med- 
ical science as a lifesaver in ci- 
vilian as well as military casu- 
alties. 

There is no record of how 
that first experiment in blood 
transfusion was contrived. Doc- 
tors of that early day were 
not acquainted with the circu- 
lation of the blood; aseptic 1 sur- 
gical methods were unheard of. 
But in some crude manner, 
probably by rigid dissection of 
the veins, and by the use of 
quills or hollow bones, an en- 
deavor was made to transfer 
blood from a vigorous boy into 
the veins of the dying pope. 
Three healthy youngsters gave 
their lives in a futile effort to 

.it 

revive the Roman pontiff, but 
he died on July 25, 1492. 

The ancients believed that 
blood was not only the carrier 



of the vital forces of the body 
but that it was also the abode 
of the soul. So in order to ab- 
sorb the very essence of life, 
Egyptian rulers took baths in 
tepid human blood for "resus- 
citation and recuperation." 

During the Middle Ages the 
drinking of* human blood was 
indulged in by various races in 
an attempt to regain lost youth, 
as a health restorer, or just as 
a sort of "quickie". And were 
we to accept some of the old 
Greek and Roman stories liter- 
ally, we might believe that the 
Hebrews and Syrians as well 
as the Egyptians actually prac- 
ticed blood transfusion at a 
very early date. 

It was not until the middle 
of the 17th century that we 
again pick up the story of 
transfusion and learn that a 
Florentine physician, Francesco 
Folli, claimed to have trans- 
fused blood from one animal 
(presumably a dog) to another, 
on August 13, 1654. Two years 
passed and then Dr. (later Sir) ■ 
Christopher Wren, designer of 
St. Paul's Cathedral in London, 
made a series of transfusion ex- 
periments with dogs. With his 
admitted "insatiable curiosity 
in all secrets of knowledge," 
Samuel Pepys made it a point 
to obtain invitations to impor- 
tant beheadings and similar 
events, and managed to witness 
some of Wren** trials and re- t 
ferred to them in that odd diary 
of his. 

Credit for first performing a 
so-called successful blood trans- 
fusion upon a human being 
goes to a Frenchman, Jean 
Denys. An account of his ex- 
periment done upon a 1 5 -year- 
old boy was published in July, 
1667. This youth, ill of a mys- 
terious fever and suffering 
from too much bloodletting by 
the doctors, 'was about to ex* 
pire. On this occasion blood for 



transfusion was taken from a 
lamb. 

It seems strange that during 
this period the records show 
few transfusions given strictly 
for the purpose of counteract- 
ing the loss of blood, most of 
them being intended to effect 
the cure of certain ailments. It 
was thought that sanity could 
be restored and lost youth re- 
gained by animal-blood trans- 
fusions, and most of the experi- 
ments were conducted along 
these lines. Stomach, bowl, and 
lung troubles, fits, leprosy, the 
itch, cancer, and apoplexy were 
likewise treated by this meth- 
od, and speculation went so 
far as to suggest give-and-take 
transfusions between husband 
and wife as a cure for marital 
incompatibility! 

Just why Is blood so impor- 
tant? Blood plasma is water in 
which are dissolved fibrine (an 
element that assists in coagula- 
tion), various chlorides, phos- 
phates, albumen, and other im- 
portant materials. By* weight 
blood is about 60 per cent plas- 
ma. The semi-solid corpuscles 
(the other 40 per cent) ate of 
two distinct kinds — red and 
■white. 

We eat and drink and breathe 
to give the body fuel — but the 
energy that sustains us is the 
blood, our efficient intramural 
transportation system, which 
takes up from the food and air 
what is needed to nourish the 
.different parts of the body. 

Some notable discoveries were 
made in physiology of the blood 
which greatly influenced later 
developments in transfusion. -In 
1907 it was discovered that all 
blood is alike- — that the blood 
of an American, an Indian, an 
Igorote, or Icelander is .the 
same; — except for one remark- 
able therapeutic difference. We 
know now that this great dif- 
ference was responsible for a 



great many of the fatal results 
in earlier transfusions, because 
agglutination — a clumping to- 
gether or adhesion of the red 
cells — often occurred and was 
the cause of death. 

Blundell's conviction that the 
blood of animals introduced in- 
to the circulation of man pro- 
duced serious results might well 
have afforded a clue to a speed- 
ier discovery that a similar in- 
compatibility existed between 
the blood of different individ- 
uals in all races of man. But 
almost a hundred years had to 
elapse before Jansky, a Scan- 
dinavian physician, determined 
that a recipient might safely 
receive the blood of certain se- 
lected donors only. Hitherto no 
such selection had been made. 

A further advance -was made 
in 1914 when sodium citrate 
was first used as an anticoagu- 
lant for the donor's blood. 
About this same time transfu- 
sions by the needle method, 
rather than by the delicate op- 
eration of vein cutting, came 
into vogue. With these two ad- 
vances, by puncturing the pa- 
tient's body with a tiny hollow 
needle and connecting it with 
a rubber tube to a bottle of ci- 
trate d blood, measured amounts 
•could be given — at ordinary 
temperature and as fast or slow 
as needed. 

The value of transfusion was 
proved during World War I 
when shock teams, consisting of 
one medical officer, one nurse, 
and one orderly, saved many a 
mcn'i life by getting blood for 
transfusion from passing troops, 
from the slightly wounded, or, 
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on occasion, actually using their 
own blood. But there was never 
enough blood to go around and 
lives were lost that might have 
been saved if the supply of 
donors had been adequate. 

During the last year of that 
war, studies in blood transfu- 
sion led to the suggestion that 
blood plasma could be used to 
replace whole blood. A series of 
investigations with liquid plas- 
ma demonstrated its many ad- 
vantages. Now pooled, citrated, 
and tested blood is centrifuged 
to remove the red and white 
corpuscles. Then by a unique 
method of rapid freezing and 
vacuum dehydration it is made 
into a dry, straw-colored pow- 
der and packed in vacuum bot- 
tles, where it keeps indefinitely 
and can be transported under 
battle conditions. When needed 
for emergency transfusions, this 
dry plasma is simply mixed with 
distilled water and used to re- 
store any person who has be- 
come a battle or civilian casu- 
alty. 

The quest for substitutes for 
human blood has reached the 
hopeful stage. Already two sub- 
stitutes from the plant kingdom 
and one derived from the blood 
of an animal have achieved re- 
sults justifying further trials. 

These are first, a purified 
form of the gum of the acacia 
tree; second, a material known 
as pectin found in the rind of 
citrus fruits; and third, the al- 
bumin in the blood of cattle. 

Other materials which are 
under study as possible blood 
substitutes in this and other 
countries include: 



Gelatins derived from the 
bones of cattle. 

Isinglass obtained from the 
bladders of f>sh. ' 

Gelatin from uncured calf, 
skin. " 

Horse blood serum. 

The plasma from beef 
blood. 

Casein, the chief protein 
of milk. 

Scientists of the National Re. 
search Council, and the Army 
and Navy, say that their ulti- 
mate objective is to find sub- 
stitutes that would eliminate 
the necessity of calling upon hu- 
man donors for blood to furnish 
plasma. . 

But while these experiments 
are under way, don't be afraid 
to give your blood in this great 
emergency. Our blood banks are 
all far short of their quotas. 
The average man or woman can 
safely give blood every three 
months. Second, third and sub- 
sequent donations to blood 
banks can be given as soon as 
the hemoglobin, the red color- 
ing matter, has returned to 
normal. The average time for 
this after a donation of about 
one pint is between 49 and 5*0 
days. 

Women need a little longer 
time than men to rebuild their 
hemoglobin stores, so the inter- 
vals between blood donations 
should be a little longer for 
them. 

This then is the story of blood 
and transfusion as gathered by 
Jimmy Christian, who says, 
"Please give more!"
